the scattered coal 
fields, 
finally 
ending six w eeks of shutdow ns. 
The w alk o u t began M arch 15. 
A fter Lew is told th e m iners th at 
the operators 
had 
“dishonored” 
their contract by not agreeing to 
his pension proposal. 
Lewis called a m eeting today of 
the three tru stees of th e pension 
fund, presum ably to consider the 
new est m oves of the operators. 
Fund Falls Short 
T hese include a court challenge 
by Ezra Van Horn, th e o p erato rs’ 
trustees, of the ten tativ e pension 
plan w hich prom pted, 
Lew is 
to 
send the m en back to w ork. 
It 
w as adopted by Lewis and S en a­ 
to r Bridges (R -N H ), the n eutral 
trustee, over Van H o rn ’s objec­ 
tion. 
The operators also marie public 
the final report of 
a 
statistical 
study .of the w elfare fund. 
T hat 
study, by a 
P hiladelphia 
firm, 
said 
the p resen t 
10-cent a ton 
royalty p aym ents by th e 
m ine 
ow ners could finance only a $50 
a m onth pension for their w o rk ­ 
ers who reach age 65. 
T he plan agreed to by 
Lewis 
and Bridges would p rovide $100 a 
m onth for 62-year 
old 
U nited 
M ine W orkers who had served 20 
years in the in d u stry and retired 
alter M ay 29, 1946. 
M ore th an $33,000,000 has been 
collected to date by th e ten-cent 
royalty. 
Van Horn contended in his suit 
that the T aft-H a rtle y act requires

M oreover, he asked the court to 
hold Lewis and Bridges personally 
liable for any pension paym ents 
they m ak e u n d er th e ir A pril 12 
settlem ent.

Lighthouse Crew Battles 
Ice To Start Operations

M inneapolis Shoal lighthouse is 
located about 13 miles south of 
Escanaba in G reen bay, and is the 
principal “guidepost” for shipping 
on the bay.

sounding of the radio and audio 
beacons to w arn ships aw ay from 
the treacherous shoals, is highly 1 
im portant.

operations, Jessen said. 
A couple days after they a rriv ­ 
ed the w ind began shoving the ice 
around the bay. It piled in w in d ­ 
rows 
a 
dozen 
feet th ic k —and 
when the w ind shifted this b a t­ 
tering ram w ith thousands of tons 
of force behind it cam e bearing 
down on th e lighthouse. 
“ W hen the ice first struck you 
could feel the lighthouse qu iv er 
on its foundation,” Jessen said. 
“T hen it built up a barier on the 
shoal and some of th e force was 
absorbed. But th e ice piled h ig h ­ 
er and higher, u p to 45 feet high, 
so th a t we couldn’t see out of the 
windows in the living quarters.” 
The ice grounded on the bot­ 


tom, 15 feet below the water. 
It 
piled up and over the concrete 
deck of the lighthouse. 
“Did it do any dam age? 
No, 
just scratched a little paint off,” 
Jessen reported. 
The lighthouse is built strong, 
its base resting on the rocks of 
the shoal. T he flashing light— the 
“ lan tern ” as lighthousem en call it 
— is. 82 feet above the w ater in a 
steel tower. If is one of the larg­ 
est and m ost m odern lighthouses 
on tile G reat Lakes, and was com ­ 
pleted in 1937. 
Ten days passed and the food 
supplies w ere ru n n in g low. There 
w as no danger, of course, for the 
W oodbine was still operating in 
the harbor, but intent on keeping 
shipping m oving as fast as possi­ 
ble.

The fishboat is ow ned by Mel J a ­ 
cobson of Escanaba, and he had 
brought hrs boat from F airport to 
tile lighthouse.

corted the fishboat to Escanaba. 
W ithin a few days the ice had 
uisappeared. 
Now 
the 
M inne­ 
apolis 
Shoal 
crew has its own 
cabin launch back from M ilw au­ 
kee w h eie it had been repaired 
during the wanter, and they can 
com e and go to th e light w hen 
necessary— w ithout 
w aiting 
for 
fishboats 
and 
cutters.

light the launch is hoisted from 
the w ater to the deck, then low ­
